Wo Serious Trouble Anticipated Over 
Bis, Their Land Grants. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS .REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—The Kalis- 
pell Indians, over whose lands a . dis- 
pute has arisen with white settlers, are 
regarded by the Indian Bureau officials 
as quiet and peaceable, and no serious 
trouble with them is anticipated here. 
The dispute over these lands is an old 
one and is due to the absence of sur- 
veys. The Indians belong to the Col- 
ville agency in Washington and an 
agreement was made with them some 
time ago providing for their removal to 
the Flathead Reservation further to the 
north. The agreement has not yet been 
ratified by Congress, but in the event of 
a failure of ratification, the Indians are 
to be settled on allotments on their 
present reservation. 

Capt. John W. Bubb, their agent, no- 
tified the Indian Bureau last May that 
white settlers were encroaching on their 
lands, and was instructed to go where 

the encroachments were being made, 
mark out the boundary line and warn 
white settlers to keep off the lands. 
The trouble arises directly from the 
fact that settlers have been granted 
land that laps on the reservation and 
the general landoffice issued orders a 
month ago to the landoffice there to 
issue no further patents for lands in the 
neighborhood of the reservation.

A combi- 
nation is said to havé been formed of 
New York, New Jersey and St. Louis 
capitalists to contro: this appointment 
for the purpose of securing, if possible, 
a monopoly of the vast gilsonite de- 
posits which lie along the eastern 
boundary of the Uncompahgre reser- 
vation. 

Under the law providing for the 
opening of the Uncompahgre reserva- 
tion, no person is permitted to locate 
more than two claims of ten acres 
each containing asphaltum or gilsonite. 
Representatives of the combination, 
however, hope to have the ear of the 
commission and to know in advance 
the exact date when the reservation 
will e open. Their plan is said to be to 
have a stool pigeon on every deposit 
within the area named, ready to file 
his claim on an hour’s warning. While 
these claims will be ostensibly for the 
benefit of the individuals making them, 
they will in reality be in the interest 
of the combine. 

There are less than 1600 Indians to 
whom land will be allotted and these 
allotments will be located principally 


the Green and White rivers and up the 
Duchesne River in the fertile valleys 
where irrigation is possible. As soon 
as the allotment to the Indians shall 
have been made the remaining lands, 
containing the gilsonite deposits, will 
be thrown open to the public. Gilsonite

Late this evening Dr. J. F. Barnhill's 
attention was called by a small boy 
named Walter Jenny to the stove-hole 
where the stove had been. It was filled 
with refuse. This was pulled out and 
the remains of the body were found. 
Physicians and dentists were there and 
in this refuse hundreds of pieces of 
charred bones were found. The teeth 
showed that the body was that of a boy 
between 8 and 10 years of age and all 
the other bones confirmed this. All 
were charred and pieces of flesh clung 
to some of them. The skull-bones and 
pelvis added the same‘convincing truth. 
The boy had evidently been burned in 
@ cob-fire in the huge stove found in 
the barn. . 

Howard’s overcoat was found at a 
grocery store near by where Holmes had 
left it, saying that the boy would call for 
it. He never came. Owners of the 
house recognize Holmes from pictures 
and several neighbors distinctly remem- 
ber the face. Several people have iden- 
tified him and all doubt is removed.

Splendid Pageant Viewed by a 
‘Multitude, 
The Greatest Gala Day That the 


Modern Athens Has 
Yet Seen. 


‘Hardly Breathing-room Along the 


Line of March—Great Admiration 
Expressed at the Appearance 
of the Californians. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Aug. 27.—All Boston is to- 
night discussing the greatest gala day 
the city has ever seen. For more than 
five hours the principal avenues were 
occupiéd by plumed Knights Templars 
and hundreds of thousands of specta- 
tors obligingly crowded upon the side- 
walks to give them room, but now the 
populace is thronging in triumph over 
the pavements which this afternoon 
echoed the marching, and the sight is 
almost as wonderful as the pageant 
was. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock when the last 
commanderies broke ranks at the foot 
of Washington street and traffic was 


entirely resumed. All the afternoon 


the street-car systems were almost en- 
tirely suspended, even in the streets 
through which the parade did not pass. 
When the cars did start up there was 
the greatest rush ever seen in Boston. 

There were none too many grand 
stands to accommodate the immense 
throng that clamored for seats, al- 
though almost every foot of available 
space along the line of march had been 
covered with platforms and seats. 
Every inch of space was occupied and 
there was hardly breathing room. Both 
incoming, and outgoing local trains 
were practically deserted during the 
afternoon, btit as soon as the parade 
was over there was a stampede for the 
depots and theearly evening trains were 
crowded to suffocation. This great ex- 
odus, however, seeined to make no dif- 
ference in the size of the crowd, which 
continued to fill every thoroughfare. 

The knights presented a splendid ap- 
pearance on parade and with compara- 
tivély few exceptions completed the 
entire line of march. As they passed 
the reviewing stand before Grand Com- 
mander McCurdy and Gov. Greenhalge 
and later before Chief Marshal Law- 
rence and Mayor Curtis, many of them 
executed intricate military evolutions 
which won the admiration of the thous- 
ands who witnessed them. These tac- 
tics were also introduced ,by the more 
proficient commanderies at intervals 
along the line of march. Great ad- 
miration was expressed at the appear- 
ance of the California and other west- 
ern delegations. 

The evening has been given up by 
the knights to general merry-making. 
There are banquets and receptions 
galore, and at every headquarters open 
house is the order. The conclave was 
officially opened by exercises in Masonic 
Temple immediately after the close of 
the parade. Tomorrow the serious bus- 
iness. of the conclave will be in order. 

It was shortly after 6:30 o’clock this 
evening when the conclave was  offi- 
cially opened,at Masonic Temple. Most 
Eminent Sir Hugh McCurdy, Gov. 
Greenhalge of Massachusetts, Mayor 
Curtis of Boston and Right Eminent 
Sir Samuel C. Lawrence proceeded to 
the Temple, where they were greeted by 
a large audience of Sir Knights and 
Masons. 

Sir Lawrence acted as master of cere- 
monies and introduced’ Mayor Curtis, 
who welcomed the Knights Templars 
to Boston as brothers, and paid a trib- 
ute to Most Eminent Sir McCurdy, 
Mayor Curtis then introducing Gov. 
Greenhalge, who spoke as follows: The 
welcome is so great that the sound 
waves will carry love from Boston to 
San Francisco and from Canada to New 
Orleans. Events of this kind bring to- 
gether citizens of a true republic, one 
people, one purpose, one cause. The 
event today has been an inspiring spec- 
tacle, inspiring in numbers, inspiring in 
character and inspiring in significance. 
This conclave represents a magnificent 
purpose. The lesson which has gone 
out today will be heeded in every State

AN INTELLECTUAL GATHERING AT 
DETROIT. 


Three Hundred Leading Jurists As- 
semble in Annual Conventioa— 
President Carter’s Address on 
the Best Forms of Legislation. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT., 
DETROIT, Aug. 27,—An intellectual 
assembly of 300 leading jurists and 
members of the bar was present today 
when President James G. Carter of 
New York called to order the eighteenth 
annual convention of the American 
Bar Association. 

James C. Carter, president of the as- 
sociation, in his address said, after stat- 
ing the object of the association, that 
in pursuance of the special duty laid 
upon the president of the association to 
communicate thé most noteworthy 
changes in the State and Congressional 
statutes during the year, he had made 
a general survey of the work of nearly 
forty Legislatures. Carter proceeded to 
review the work of the several State 
Legislatures at length, stating the 
most salient features of the new enact- 
ments. In commenting upon the legis- 
lation thus summarized, Carter said 
that the association in promoting uni- 
formity of legislation. wishes that ob- 
ject effected by a general acceptance of 
the best forms of legislation and not by 
bringing about merely a general con- 
formity. . 

“Take the great question of taxation,” 
he said. “It is amazing to think that 
the enlightened States, abounding in 
productive wealth which would afford 
an ample revenue if properly tapped, 
should insist on retaining an intricate 
system of taxation, even after it’ has 
proved to be abortive for its avowed 
objects. And yet this is what is every-. 
where exhibited. In some communities, 
notably in the city of New York, the 
impossibility of a general and equal 
enforcement of the laws and the revolt- 
ing injustice of a partial effort, have 
had the effect of leading the executive 


.| officers to wholly abandon any serious 


attempt at rigid enforcement. 

“The condition of what are called 
sumptuary laws is equally discredita- 
ble to our knowledge, both of the science 
of legislation and the teachings of ex- 
perience. The task of enforcing them 
against the passions, the beliefs and the 
interests of multitudes can be accom- 
plished only by a despot armed with 
unlimited power. I know of nothing 
more needed among us than a deepened 
conviction that-the sphere of legisla- 
tion, like that of other forms of human 
activity, has its proper limits which 
can never be exceeded without mischief 
and a sufficient knowledge of what 
these limits are. 

“The science of legislation should em- 
brace, as I conceive, two principal 
branches; first, the just limits of the 
province of legislation, that is to say, 


| what subjects are really fit for legis- 


lative action as distinguished from 
those that ‘should be left to the dispo- 
sition of the courts or to the discipline 
that proceeds from the moral agencies 
of society. The other important branch 
is the study of the proper manner in 
which subjects fit for legislative ac- 
tion should be treated; that is to say, 
the art of framing appropriate and ef- 
fective laws. | 

“The laws of the people should, of 
course, be devised and shaped in ac- 
cordance with their traditiqns and 
their character and so far as these 
differ, it is neither possible nor desir- 
able to have entire uniformity in laws, 
But the resemblance in character and 
traditions between the people of the 
States of the Union are far greater than 
the differences, and this renders uni- 
formity in many particulars practica- 
ble. Is there no way in which a peo- 
ple, essentially one, can secure to 
themselves prodigious benefits that 
would arise from a uniformity in legal 
rule? 

“Our unwritten law is already sub- 
stantially the same, and that I have al- 
ways regarded as an impressive reason 
for abstaining from any attempt to re- 
duce it into written forms which would 
at once tend to plunge it into diver- 
sity. Whatever can be done to secure 
this desired uniformity must be done 
by voluntary concerted action. The ap- 
pointment made by several States dur- 
ing the last year of commissions de- 
signed to forward this effort affords us 
much encouragement. 

“So far as the unwritten law is con- 
cerned, this uniformity will be ap- 
proached as rapidly as should be de- 
sired. by the operation of the uncon- 
scious forces of human society. But 
the positive legislative determinations 


of nations» can be assimilated 
or reconciled only by conscious 
and concerted action. Much has 


already been. accomplished’ in this 
direction by treaties, and by those con- 
currently-adopted regulations opera- 
tive upon the sea, the common domain 
ot all nations. The wise furtherance of 
this beneficent work depends, upon the 
intelligent oversight and co-operation 
of the enlightened jurists of the world.” 

Following the president’s address the 
Executive Committee reported the elec- 
tion of twenty-seven new members 
during the past year. The. general 
council reported its approval on 119 
nominations for membership, all of 
whom were thereupon elected unani- 
mous ly. 

The secretary reported 1144 members 
on the roll, besides those elected today, 
for the year. A balance of $3700. was 
shown by the report of the treasurer. 
Adjournment was then taken until this 
evening.

COMMBRCIAL. 

WOOL MARKET. In the wool gales 
of this year the Southern California 
clip has cut a very poor figure. Ad- 
vices show that in the London market 
the sales have been large, and that 
prices at the close of the auction sea- 
son were better than at the opening. 
In Boston the market has been gocd 
at fair prices, but these satisfactory 
conditions do not seem to have exer- 
cised any influence on the prices of the 
wool crop of Southern California. The 
Spring clip here is over and but a small 
quantity of it has been shipped east. 
The great bulk of it is still here in stor- 
age, and will not be moved until the 
eastern market gives some evidence 
that it can be sold on some small mar- 
gin of profit. In the mean time holders 
prefer to keep it here rather than Ship 
it east and pay storage and insurance 
there besides having to advance the 
transportation charges while also los- 
ing the interest thereon. 

“The fall clip,“ said Mr. Newmark of 
the firm of M. Cohn & Co., to whom 
The Times reporter was talking, is 
just beginning to come in, but it will 
be light. Sheep-raisers do. not clip in 
the fall to the same extent they do in 
the spring. In the fall it is optional 
with them to clip or not, whereas, un- 
der the law, they are obliged to clip in 
the spring. The fall clip will conse- 
consequently be very small.“ In the 
course of conversation Mr. Newmark 
drew att-ntion to the fact that during 


| the great wool movement which has 


lately. prevailed hardly any Southern 
California wool figured in it. It is 
not.“ he said, “so much on ac- 
count of the quality of the wool as 
the condition of it.” He went on to say 
that while it might be possible to im- 
prove the condition. of the wool, the 
fact was that the climatic conditions 
were opposed to it.

SANTA CLARA PRUNE CROP. 
Early statements sent out were that 
the prune crop of Santa Clara valley 
would be considerably less this year 
than last year. The statements at pres- 
ent circulated are that the crop of this 
year will be greater than that of last 
year. The California Fruit Grower in 
its last issue says: 2 t 
“Santa Clara valley will produce more 
prunes than last season by several mil- 
dion pounds.“ The balance of the State, 
it says, will be a fair average. It then 
says: Reports are coming to hand re- 
garding the sale of new prunes in the 
East at 4 cents f. o. b., for the four sizes 
in bags. We have thus far been un- 
able to confirm this report. The Santa 
Clara County Exchange price is 4 
cents for the four sizes f. o. b., and as 
it has placed in New York and Phila- 
delphia some forty cars at that price 
it cannot well recede from this position 
except sold under a guarantee, This 
Or at least not seilin 
Fruit Grower then says: Our 
reports from. France indicate that the 
four sizes 70-5 to 100-5 to. the half kilo 
(one pound) cannot be sold at 26 francs 
as reported. This price in Bordeaux 
is on a basis of $6.21 per hundred pounds 
laid down in New York, duty paid, Cal- 
ifornia prunes at 4% cents and $1.20 
freight laid down in New York about 
$5.70 per hundred pounds.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
THE NEW ELECTRIC RAILWAY 
SYSTEM. Within the next twelve 
months Los Angeles will enjoy the most 
perfect street electric-railway system 
in the United States. It may be noted, 
in passing, that Los Angeles already 
stands at the head of all cities in the 
matter of mileage as compared with 
others. Los Angeles stands fifty-sev- 
enth in population, but stands sixteenth 


in street-railway mileage. In addition 
to that flattering fact it might 
be added that in the matter of 


transfers from one part of the 
system to another, in the absence 
of accidents, and in the regularity of 
the service it stands second to none. 
are facts which the city and 
those charged .with the management 
of the street railways have a right to 
pride themselves on. Notwithstanding 
this, the whole system, including the 
rolling stock, is going to be further 
vastly improved. 
The name of the company has been 
changed from the Los Angeles Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway Company to the 
shorter one of the Los Angeles Railway 
Company. This is one of the changes 
made by the new company which ac- 
quired the entire property under the 


ago. The conditions of the sale have 
already been published in The Times. 
In a conversation . yesterday with a 
Times reporter. F. W ood, general 
manager of the company. and who also 
occupies the position of president of 
the Temple-street Railway Company, 
said that the company, under its new 
organization, proposed to carry out al} 
the improvements spoken of, and 
which would comprise the electrisation 
of all branches of the system not at 
present worked on the electric plan; the 
concentration of all power in their pres- 
ent electric power-house; tracks not used

(Chicago Times-Herald:) In a general 
characterization of free traders, uttered 
during a Presidential campaign, Gen. 
Harrison declared them to be “students 
of maxims instead of markets.” Mr. 
Harrison never gave expression to a 
greater truism, The American people 
have had occasion to ponder over its 
truthfulness during an era of smoke- 
less factory chimneys and fireless 
forges, They have also found opportu- 
nity during a period of unprecedented 
industrial depression to ruminate over 
the proposition that a few cold facts 
will kick to death the finest theory 
ever spun by college professors or 
—— writers upon political abstrac- 

ons. 

Some of the facts that threaten to 
kick to death the vapid sophistries of 
the free traders are just now coming 
from the Orient. There are no beauti- 
ful theories or fanciful abstractions 
abqut They come clothed 
in the commercial raiment of cold fig- 
ures that ought to send a chill down 
the spinal column of every American 
workingman and put to shame the 
campaign howlers who have tried year 
after year to flimflam the artisans and 
mechanics of this country into the be- 
lief that their condition would be im- 
proved by allowing our market to be 
deluged with the products of cheap for- 
eign labor. 

If European labor is cheap Asiatic la- 
bor is cheaper. Recent investigations 
of the industrial conditions that obtain 
in China and Japan have resulted in 
revelations that may well excite the 
apprehension of every friend of Ameri- 
can labor. It is authoritatively stated 
as a result of personal acquaintance 
with the facts that the operatives in 


Chinese cotton mills are paid from 6 to 


10 cents a day. Should the ports of this 
country be thrown open free to the 


Oriental manufacturers the compett- 
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: tion would not only be ruinous to 


American manufacturers but the pro- 
ducers of raw materials would also suf- 
fer heavily. A glance at the wonderful 
pir of China and Japan fn the in- 
ustrial arts must convince any falr- 
minded man that the United States has 
more to fear from the Orient than from 
all the countries in the Old World. 
To exclude Chinese laborers from the 
country and throw open our ports to 
the products of Chinese labor would be 
a piece of monumental folly unworthy 
of a republic that has always prided 
itself upon its matchless opportunities 
for securing a just reward for skill and 
industry. For American manufacturers 
to be compelled to pay a scale of wages 
adjusted to the Chinese or Japanese 
standard would mean a degradation 
of American labor to the Chinese level, 
which we all know is unspeakably low 
and vile. The reason that China and 
Japan are today buying large quanti- 
ties of English and American piéce 
goods is because these countries only 
recently learned to manufacture these 


Foods and have not yet sufficient spin- 


dle capacity as yet to supply the home 
demand. But their rapid acquisition of 
the secrets of these industries has been 
phenomenal. -Shanghai, China, will 
“soon become a manufacturing metrop- 
olis rivaling Lowell, Mass., and Man- 
chester, England. It must also be borne 
in mind that China’s capacity for pro- 
ducing raw materials is practically in- 
exhaustable. Its resources are tre- 
mendous, and the ability of its ‘people 
to subsist upon what can be purchased 
for 2 or 3 cents a day makes the pros- 
pect of industrial competition with such 
a country most disastrous to contem- 
Plate. The completion of the Siberian 
railway to Viadivostock will also open 
UP possibilities of competition that will 


serious menace to 
opean as well as A * 
tacturers. 


The tndissoluble industrial brother 
hood of man, which is a cardinal tenet 
of free-trade expounders, is a beautiful 
theory, but the racial differences that 
Separate the Americans and Chinese 
are so pronounced and so ineradieabdle 
that any ‘prospect of degrading Amer- 
ican labor and American ideas of liv- 
ing to the Chinese level, which would 
ultimately follow free and open com- 
petition. with the products of their 
mills, fills the mind of a patriotic man 
with deep concern. Happily the Amer- 
ican people, regardless. of past party 
servitude, are gradually awakening to 
the fact that it is better to pay a ‘ittle 
more for the goods we wear than to 
debase and impoverish American labor. 
The danger of oriental competition - 


| brings forcibly to mind the soundnegs 


of Mr. McKinley’s favorite contention; 
that the tariff should be carefully ad- 
justed to make up the difference be- 
tween American wages and Europedn 
(or Asiatic) wages. :

The Nomination of Garfield. 


(Benj. Andrews, in the September 
Scribner’s:) The State of New York 
had seventy votes in the convention. 
Knowing that they would all be needed 
if Grant were to win, Conkling had 
gotten the New York convention to in- 
struct the delegation to vote as a unit 
for the nominee desired by the majority. 
But nineteen of them, led by Conkling’s 
opponent in New York Republican poli- 
tics, William H. Robertson, refused to 
obey this mandate and voted for Blaine. 
The first ballot showed Grant in the 
lead, with Blaine a close second, and 
they maintained this relative position 
through thirty-five consecutive ballots. 
The thirty-fourth ballot called atten- 
tion to James A. Garfield, who received 
seventeen votes, fifteen more than any 
preceding ballot had given him. He had 
be-n somewhat prominent in the con- 
vention, having charge of Sherman's 
cause, and being, in some sense, the 
leader of all the forces opposed to 
Grant. but scarcely any one 
had dreamed of his being nominated. 
It having now become plain that the 
New York split must defeat Blaine and 
Grant alike, the bulk of the Blaine andl 
Sherman delegates, under instructions 
from their chiefs at Washington, went 
over to Garfield. Conkling’s old guard 
of 306 delegates, remaining steadfast to 
the last, rendered him toe confident, and 
he was out-generaled. The stampede 
gave Garfield 399 votes, twenty-one 
more than were needed to make him 
the choice of the convention. The sec- 
ond place upon the ticket being con- 
ceded to a Grant man, Conkling named 
for vice-president, Chester A. Arthur, 
the same whom Hayes: had deposed 
from office. “Garfield and Arthur” was, 
therefore, the ticket. 

The country hailed the presidential 
nomination with extreme satisfaction. 
Blaine, in spite of his defeat, hastened 
to send Garfield his congratulations, 
but Conkling sulked, cursing the nine- 
teen rebellious New York delegates and 
vowing eternal vengeance upon Robert- 
son in particular. Grant’s phalanx, 
which had stood solid for him from the 
first, alone failed to partake of the gen- 
eral enthusiam.

A HILARIOUS JOKE. 
That pharisaical old newspaper drab, 


Harper's Weekly, attempts to wax face- 


tious over the recent seizure by Great 


Britain of the Island of Trinidad. The 


paper is notoriously an apologist for 
British piracy, a sympathizer with 
British rapacity, and a railer at Amer- 


‘ican patriotism. Had that sheet been 


published at the time the Revolution- 
ary War broke out it would have 
promptly enlisted on the side of the 
British against the struggling colonies. 
It would unhesitatingly have referred 
to George Washington as a “jingoist,” 
had that silly British slang been cur- 
rent at the time. It is an advocate of 
American free trade because Ameri- 
can free trade would benefit and build 


up Great Britain at the expense of the 


United States. Wherever American in- 
terests clash, or appear to clash, with 
those of England, Harper’s Weekly 
can be counted upon with certainty to 


' espouse the cause of England. It is not 


at all surprising, therefore, to find in 
the current number of that journal 
an article intended to be highly face- 
tious, ridiculing the Mea that Great 
Britain has committed any wrong in 
seizing the Island of Trinidad. Fol- 
lowing is an extract from the article: 


It will be remembered that in Sep- 
tember, 1893, Baron Harden-Hickey 


took formal possession of the island, 


which had been abandoned for many 
years, and that under the law of na- 
tions he officially notified all the other 
powers of his action, the said notifica- 
tion being properly addressed and with 
postage fully prepaid. And now En- 
gland, presuming upon the fact that 
she has some three hundred and 
forty millions of subjects as against 
the forty odd who owe allegi- 
ance to the Prince of Trinidad, wants 
the island for a cable station, and is 
preparing to crush vi et armis an inte- 


‘ resting and intelligent infant nation in 


its very cradle. James I of Trinidad 
is naturally indignant, and has issued 
a formal protest to the ‘powers,’ 
signed with the great rubber stamp of 
the Principality of Trinidad, and with 
postage again fully prepaid. He has 
‘made an especial appeal to Secretary 
Olney on the ground that if England 
and Brazil get into a squabble over 
his kingdom the Monroe doctrine may 
find itself in hot water. The fact has 
also been brought out that James I 
of Trinidad has married an American 
girl, and there are not so many Yankee 
reigning princesses that the United 
States can afford to neglect the inter- 
ests of even the humblest of them. 

“It is, indeed, unfortunate that a 
difficulty of this nature should arise 
in the very height of the baseball sea- 
son, but we trust that Secretary Olney 
will not be unmindful of his duty, 
even though he may consider that the 


case should more properly have been 


brought to the attention of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. In the mean time we coun- 
sel moderation and discretion to James 
I of Trinidad, and recommend the plac- 
ing of a special delivery stamp upon 
his. epistolary communications to the 
powers,“ together with return post- 
age, Great people are notoriously .care-. 
less about their correspondence, and it 
is possible that Baron Harden-Hickey’s 
letter to his great and good friend 
Queen Victoria is still lying in the gen- 
eral delivery box at Windsor. He 
might try a reply postal card, together 
with a careful study of some complete 
letter-writer or, all else failing, he can 
always write to the Times. But in 
any event let James take his pen and 
write quickly, lest Mr. W. S. Gilbert be 
moved to construct a comic-opera li- 
bretto upon him and his principality, 
and so he perish miserably under the 
inextingu ble laughter of gods and 
men,” 


There may be some persons in the 
United States who can appreciate this 
king of humor, but they do not con- 
Gtitute an overwhelming majority of 


a 
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the population. There isn’t the least 
douht, however, that John Bull will be 
immensely tickled at it, and if the edi- 
tor of Harper's Weekly should go to 
England he would unquestionably be 
dined and feted as enthusiastically as 
was Prof. Wilson on the occasion of 
his last year’s visit to that country. 

But it will occur to some persons who 
are not wholly given over to worship 
at the Bhitish shrine that it doesn’t 
matter particularly whether the Island 
of Trinidad is large or small in terri- 
torial extent, or whether it is densely 
or sparsely populated, so far as its 
seizure by Great Britain is concerned. 
The principle involved is the same, 
whether the island contain one inhabi- 
tant or thousands, and whether it con- 
tain one acre or millions. 

It appears that Baron Harden-Hick- 
ey’s action in formally taking posses- 
sion of the island was entirely regular, 
and in strict accordance, with inter- 
national law. Such being the case, the 
action of Britain in seizing the island 
was an act of piracy, wholly without 
justification or warrant. It is as much 
an act of thievery to steal one dollar 
as it is to steal one hundred or one 
thousand or one million dollars. The 


thief who should seek to escape justice | 


by the plea that he had stolen only one 
dollar or one hundred dollars, would 
secure but little mercy in a court of 
justice on such a plea, especially if 
he were a wealthy thief, as is Great 
Britain. 

But it is extremely funny in the eyes 
of the publisher of Harper's Weekly 
to note that England has been guilty 
of another act of piracy.-As the paper 
is published largely for the benefit of 
un-American readers, its clientele will 
no doubt enjoy the joke with great 
gusto. 


‘WOULD HE DECLINE? 


In view of the speculations as to 
whether President Cleveland will be a 
candidate for renomination, the follow- 
ing well-remembered utterances of his 


first letter of acceptance, in 1884, are of 


some interest. Mr. Cleveland wrote: 
„When we consider the patronage of 
this great office, the allurements of 
power, the temptation to retain public 
place once gained, and, more than all, 
the availability a party finds in an 
incumbent whom a horde of office-hold- 


ers, with a zeal born of benefits re-. 


ceived and fostered by the hope of fa- 
vors yet to come, stand ready to aid 
with money and trained political serv- 
ice, we recognize in the eligibility of 
the President for re-election a most 
serious danger, to that calm, deliberate 
and intelligent political action which 
must characterize a government by the 
people.” 

This was written in 1884. Men 
change. Mr. Cleveland’s views under- 


went a decided change on the subject. 


after he had occupied the presidential 
chair some three and a half years. 


The change must have been a radical | 


one, for in 1888 we find him not only 
accepting a second nomination, but ac- 
tually utilizing, to the fullest possible 
extent, a horde of office-holders, with 
a. zeal born of benefits received and 
fostered by the hope of favors yet to 
come,“ to aid him “with money and 
trained political service,” in his effort 
to secure a re-election. 

The eligibility of Mr. Cleveland for 
re-election was certainly, on this occa- 
sion, a “serious danger to that calm, 
deliberate and intelligent political ac- 
tion which must characterize a govern- 
ment by the people.” The danger was 
happily averted by Mr. Cleveland’s de- 
feat in 1888. But a situation similar 
to that of 1888 exists today, and there 
is no certainty that Mr. Cleveland is 
any more likely to decline a renomina- 
tion now than he was then. At all 
events, his past record gives no assur- 
ance that he would be able to resist 
“the allurements of power”, any ‘more 
successfully now than then, if he were 
tempted again. 


Since July 13, when the gold export 
movement began, the United States 
Treasury has lost in gold withdrawn 
for export between thirteen and four- 
teen million dollars.

The Directors Receive the Humane 
Officer’s Monthly Report. 


The Los Angeles Humane Society 
met Monday evening with Dr. Walter 
Lindley, H. T. Lee, Mrs. J. D. Hooker, 
Dr. Dorothea Lummis, C. C. Davis and 
Miss Elizabeth Mills present. Humane 
Officed Hutchins submitted his report 
for the month of July, 22 horses and 
12 cattle were found which were poor 
and unfed. Fifty-four horses were 
found working while insufficiently shod. | 
In nine cases horses were found which 
had been cruelly and unnecessarily’ 
whipped, and six overloaded. Four 
horses were permanently and thirty- 
two temporarily suspended from work. 
Eight horses were shot, six because 
they had been abandoned, and two be- 
cause of injuries received in accidents, 

o men were convicted of cruelty and 
fined therefor. 

Out of twelve children found in, the 
care of immoral parents, three were re- 
Eighteen chil- 
dren were found who had ‘been cruelly 
neglected by their parents and three 
who had been cruelly beaten. Whist- 
ling Davis was prosecuted for refusing 
to bury his de child. Mr., Hutchins 
closes his report by recommending 
that some action be taken toward se- 
curing the guardianship of the chil- 
dren of immoral parents, without pay- 
ing the Superior Court $6 for com- 
menoing.action, as he has twelve cases 
that should be handled at once. 

A synopsis of the year’s work has 
been prepared for the next meeting of 
the American Humane Association. 
There have been 3987 cases in all.. Mr. 
Lee reported that three sub-commit- 
tees will be appointed at once to can- 
vass for new members. Treasurer Da- 
vis reported that there is $554.90 in the 
treasury. It was moved to pay Mr. 
Hutchins $40 salary. for the month of 
July. Dr. Stephen Bowers was ap- 
pointed a volunteer special officer from 
August 26 for one year following.

{HE DOGTOWN SHOOTING. 


| Examination of W. H. Clune for As- 


sault to Murder Begun, 

The examination of W. H. Clune for 
assault to murder J. H. Bridges on the 
evening of August 3, commenced in Jus- 
tice Morrison’s court yesterday, and 
bids fair to last several days. 

Clune, it will be remembered, is the 
man who led the A. R. U. forces in this 
city during the great railway strike of 
1894. Since the defeat of the. cause for 
which he then fought he has been en- 
gaged in the saloon business on San 
Fernando street, and the reputation he 
has established for keeping the peace 
is not the best. When under the influ- 
ence of liquor he is considered a dan- 
gerous man, and it is probably due to 
drink more than anything else that the 
fight of August 3 occurred. f 

On the morning of that memorable 
day a saloon owned by J. H. Bridges 
and George Miles was burned. Bridges 
is alleged to have been very drunk all 
day, and as he and Miles claimed that 
Clune owned.them a bill, they asked 
him to pay it, as they claimed they 
were especially in need of the money on 
account of their misfortune. Clune dis- 
puted the bill and refused to pay. This 
created bad feeling between the parties. 

Bridges and Miles had left some books 
which they saved from the fire behind 
the bar of the Fort saloon, which they 
claim they went to get in the evening, 
when they met Clune, and a free fight 
ensued at the door of the saloon. When 
the smoke of battle had cleared away, 
it was found that Bridges was shot on 
the left side of the neck, the ball rang- 
ing downward and paralyzing the left 
arm; Clune.had a flesh wound in the 
abdomen and a bullet scratch on the 
neck, and Miles had a scalp wound, as 
the result of being beaten on the head 
with a revolver. Bridges and Miles 
both claim they were unarmed, and say 
Clune did all the shooting, even inflict- 
ing the wounds which he received him- 
ones ge that he also beat Miles on the 

ead. 

After the combatants had partially 
recovered from their wounds, Bridges 
and Miles swore out complaints, charg- 
ing Clune with assault to murder, and 
Clune made like complaints against 
Bridges and Miles. It is the examina- 
tion of Clune for assault to murder 
Bridges that is now in progress. 

Clune was in court yesterday with 
his counsel, Gen. Johnstone Jones and 
J. Marion Brooks. The prosecution was 
conducted by Deputy District Attorney 
James. 

Bridges was the first witness. He still 
has his neck bandaged and carries his 
left arm in a sling. He gave his ver- 
sion of the affray very much as pub- 
lished heretofore, laying all the blame 
on Clune, of course, but admitting that 
a had been drinking considerably that 


Miles was the next witness, and his 
story did not differ from that already 
told. He said when he met Clune just 
inside the door of the Fort saloon, the 
latter drew a revolver and told him 
to get his gun as he intended to “do” 
him. Miles says he told Cluné he was 
unarmed, and the latter then beat him 
on the head with his revolver, and 
afterward’ fired two shots at him and 
several more at Bridges, with the re- 
sult already related. A man named 
Boydson was with Clune and helped to 
owe Miles while Clune was beating 


im. 

A. W. Pitcher and George W. McGin- 
ty were the two other witnesses ex- 
amined, but neither of them threw new

English and American Gentlemen. 


(Harper's Bazar:) There are two great 
defects in the working of the English 
the that a gentleman must never, 
unger any circumstances, have worked 
with his hands. The first is, that it 
handicaps every one who has so worked 
and makes it harder for him, even in 
the American sense, to be a gentleman. 
People are very apt to be what is ex- 
pected of them. Assume that a whole 
class will be clowns, and they are more 
likely to be so; assume that they are to 
be gentlemen, you remove half the ob- 
stacle to their success. Hence much of 
the flexibility of American character, 
its ready adaptation. Since it made no 
difference to anybody else that Whittier 
had been in ‘youth a farmer’s boy in 
summer and in winter a shoemaker, it 
made no difference to him; and nobody 
stopped to ask whether he had sus- 
tained, in childhood, the same refining 
influences with Longfellow and Lowell. 
In New York, in Washington, one often 
encounters men who have in early life 
worked with their hands. In England, 
these men would have carried for life 
the stamp of that experience—some mis- 
placed h, some Yorkshire burr would 
have stamped them forever: In Amer- 
ica the corresponding drawbacks have 
been effaced and swept away. No doubt 
climate and temperament have some- 
thing to do with this difference, but the 
recognized social theory has more. It 
grows largely out of the changed defi- 
nition of the word “gentleman.” In 
America the changed definition has let 
down the bars. The word “gentleman” 
denotes a class that is henceforward 
accessible to merit. 

The other defect of the English stand- 
ard is that it perpetuates, even inside 
those who rank as gentlemen, a per- 
petual feudalism, a wholly artificial 
standard of social subordination. This 


lasts even to the present time. In the 


autobiography of Anthony Trollope 
there is an especial chapter on the 
question, How a literary man should 
treat his social superiors’—a chapter 
which ts, to an American literary. man, 
first ludicrous and then pathetic. Wal- 
ter Besant, in his Fifty Years Ago,“ 


enumerated the list of eminent authors 


and scientists of the Victorian period, 
and pointed with pride to the fact that 
they had had nothing to do with the 
court of Victoria. Now that he has 
been knighted, he is described 4s wear- 
ing his title with an exaltation that 


rather amuses his friends. But the 


crowning illustration of the curious at- 


titude given by. belated feudalism to the 
author is to be found in the lately-pub- 
lished letters of Sir Walter Scott. They 
are delightful in all respects but cne— 
the absolute self-subordination, the 
personal prostration, with which he 
writes to every titled nonentity about 
him. Men younger than himself, now 
utterly unknown to the world at.large, 
were treated by this leading Scotch in- 


the very grace and naturalness with 
which it is done shows how ingrain it 
is. To the chief f his clan, especially, 
Scott is the humdie minstrel for whom 
it is honor enough to sit in the doorway 
of his liege and amuse that august 
leisure. That this attitude was rot 
necessary we know bythe very different 
tone of Burns; but the facility with 
which Scott fell into it shows the 
strength of the feudal tradition; while 
the attitude of ‘Trollope and Besant 
shows that it still survives.

But the trouble with all is 
the same. The results are not lasting,

ties makes all previous toil fruitless. 
It may seem a small matter to the 
world at large, but it is no small mat- 
ter to the woman concerned, to start 
out looking trim, neat and really pretty 
and in ‘half an hour to de a hidéous 


place 


of the coquettish, trimly arranged ring- 


lets. 
The only plan that has proved effica- 


cious is to wet the hair thoroughly with | 


alcohol or cologne, curl it while wet, 
leaving the curls uncombed until the 
hair is thoroughly dried. Then putting 
a touch of powder both on curls and 
forehead will remove any temporary 
dampness, and the curl will stay in— 
mysterious saying—for hours. The al- 
cohol dries up the natural moisture of 
the hair and the curling while wet with 
the spirit is what produces the desired 
results, The dash of powder is so slight 
as not to show and gives an additional 
dryness. The curls must be curled with 
hot tongs; there is no use in using the 
patent curlers for this purpose. 

The waved effect, which has been go 
fashionable for the side locks, comes 
under this same rule, and it is surpris- 
ing how long the waves remain wavy, 
even on the hottest day, and, best of all, 
how natural they look. i 

Constant curling and waving with 
hot irons is bound to be prejudicial to 
fine hair, but much damage can be pre- 
vented by being careful not to use the 
irons if they are in the least rough. A 
perfectly smooth, evenly-heated iron, 
not hot enough to burn the hair, will do 
no harm, and the roughness that cuts 
can easily be discerned and conse- 
quently guarded against. It is a good 
plan, if one is in the habit of constantly 
curling the hair with irons, to take a 
vacation for a month or six weeks, and 
leah that time wear one’s hair quite 
smoot 

A good way to make the hair look 
naturally wavy across the top of the 
head is to wet the front locks very 
thoroughly before going to bed, then 
to pull them forward and tie as tightly. 
over them as is comfortable a band o 
net. This holds the hair down, and 
when taken off in the morning makes a 
most natural and becoming wave, much 
more graceful than can be produced by 
even the broadest iron. 

The various washes which are sold 
to make the hair curl have all a tend- 


ency to fade it, even alcohol and co- 


logne have the same fault, but in a 
modified degree, so that it is as well 
to examine very thoroughly anything 
of the sort. Washing twice a week with 
pure soap and warm water will keep 
the front and side locks in good order, 
and will do away with any injurious 
effect of the alcohol used every day. 
Bang nets, as are called the nets for 
the front hair, are necessary parts of 
every woman's summer outfit, and 
save alot of trouble, keeping the hair 
in place nicely.

(September Scribner’s:) I have never 
found a man, wholesome and lovable to 
the core, who had not somewhere in his 


composition a capacity for wide and 


smiling idleness. For your over-busy 
person needs be of necessity a coward 
or an egotist.

That 
comes with participation. A great 
deal of unnecessary work, such as con- 
gresses for discussions, and societies 
for advancements, and fin-de-siecle lit- 
erature, gets itself done in this way, 
and by these persons, not because the 
world is in any way benefited by such 
performances, but simply because the 
performers are not able to efface them- 
selves and their opinions, One longs at 
last for the cool presence of the idler, to 


whom life is for itself, and not for a 


spectacle,“ and who has no feeling of 
uneasy resentment that there is not 
provided a desperate situation for him 
to redeem. I do not believe that Shake- 
speare ever thought the better of him- 
self, except perhaps before Anne Hatha- 
way and his debtors, for having writ- 
ten the sonnets, nor am I uncomforta- 
ble in the opinion that Shakespeare's 
peers have lived and died so blessed by 
fortune and a high indifference as to be 
under no temptation to coin their gold 
and barter it for a world’s consideration. 
For in the richest nature its activities 
distill back into itself, and thereby is 
knowledge fortified into wisdom and 
both ripen into character. Happy and. 
thrice happy is the man whose life to 
him a kingdom is, and who is of the 
royal blood to sit down and enjoy it. 


Fox Hunting a Manly Sport. 


(E. 8. Martin in the September 
Scribner’s.) The city man’s desire to 
hunt is based neither on affectatlon nor 
on mimicry. Americans do not hunt 
foxes or ride across the country be- 
cause it is done in England. The strain 
of English blood may show, itself, per- 
haps, in American horsemanship, but 
Americans ride across the country be- 
cause that is a far livelier and more 
interesting form of riding than riding 
on the road, even when it is a country 
road—much more so when it is a park 
road or a paved street. And when 
Americans hunt foxes, they do it for 
the same reason that the English do, 
because following the trail of a fleet 
and wily animal is better sport than

Briton or American, should wish to 
hunt is a reasonable desire. The cir- 
cumstances of his daily life are such 
as draw on his vitality and abate his 
vigor. When once he has put himself 
in the way of making an adequate 
living his physical life is apt to be 
easy. He gets no taste of cold or hun- 
ger and hard physical labor. He is too 
apt to be overfed and overheated, to 
drink more than is good for him, to 
work too hard with his head and too 
little with his body, to be luxuriéusly

insidiously comfortable. He has to 
fear the debilitating influences of such 
a life both on his physique and on his 
character. His simplest remedy is some 
sort of out-of-door exercise which in-

NOT KIDNAPERS. 


A Chinaman Defends the Mission- 
aries from the Charge. 

The papers taking the Associated 
Press service yesterday printed a dis- 
patch from Chicago on the missionary 
question. Sam Moy, a “prominent Chi- 
nese merchant” of Chicago, was quoted 
as saying that a recent issue of a Chi- 
nese newspaper had told the story that 


no decent Chinaman ever had anything 


to do with a mission, that the mission- 
aries cannot talk the language, and 
that the mission interpreters keep the 
stations supplied with converts by hir- 
ing them, or by kidnaping children. 
Rev. J. F. S. Wang of the Methodist 
Chinese Mission, Marchessault street, 
this city, was yesterday asked his opin- 
ion of the story. He expressed great 
indignation. “It is very unjust that 


such a tale should be telegraphed from } 


one end of the country to the other. I 
lived in Chicago for some years, and I 


ced in anything Sam Moy says. 
he dispatch calls him ‘a prominent 
merchant.’ In reality, he is a profes- 
sional gambler and blackmailer, besides 
being engaged in the work of smuggling 
Chinamen into the country. He is in- 
telligent and speaks English well, and 
picked up an acquaintance with law- 
yers and reporters, and so got a place 
as a court interpreter. 

Now I don't believe the paper he 
showed the Associated Press reporter 
told any such story. I take several 
Chinese newspapers, and know that 
they wouldn’t print such falsehoods, 
for they know the people would laugh 
at them. Sam Moy says that the mis- 
sionaries can’t talk Chinese. I don’t 
believe there is a station without at 
least one misisonary who can talk our 
language. They would be able to ac- 
complish nothing if they had to depend 
entirely on interpreters. 

“He says no decent Chinaman will 
have anything to do with the missions, 
that it is the poverty-stricken riff-raff 
who gather there, The case is not so 
at all. People of all classes come, I have 
known cf several mandarins who have 
become converts and who have been 
the best friends of the missions. Then

European education. 

“The real cause of the riots was very 
different.

About Collecting Garbage. 

Adolph Ramish, of the firm of Ra- 
mish & Marsh, garbage contractors,

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


‘Wannock Brothers Withdrew Their 
Application for a License. 
45 A pleasant surprise awaited the 
Board of Police Commissioners yester- 
day morning when the hour of 10 ar- 
rived, and the members of the board 
took their seats. The residents of the 
East Side to the number of several 
score, decided to pay the commission a. 
visit, some of the visitors thought 
to make the commissioners more at 
ease by bringing their wives and babies 
along. The room was filled to over- 


ee flowing with citizens who had gathered 


en masse, to protest against the grant- 
ing of a liquor license to the Wannock 
Bros., whose scheme to establish a 
pleasure resort on the Baron Rogaiat 
property at the end of Downey avenue, 
has become ancient history. At the 
last meeting of the board, when the ap- 
plication was eee and the pro- 
test in connection with the application, 
it was agreed by the opposing pba 
to settle the question by appealing to 
the citizens of the Hast Side for an 
expression of their ‘wishes in the mat- 
ter. During the past week an active 
canyass has been made of the terri- 
tory affected, and both sides have 
worked to amass petitions in their 
ta vor. The petitions were spread upon 
the table before the board yesterday, 
| and made an imposing spectacle. 
. Only Commissioners Barham and 
Wirsching were present when Acting 
Mayor Teed called the board to order 
and announced that the application of 
the Wannock Bros, for a liquor license 
would be taken ny the commission, 
Which was ready to listen to argument 
upon the subject. Mr. Flint opened the 
ball by stating that over seventeen 
hundred signatures had been secured, 
ee against the granting of the 
Heense. Judge represent-

board, making a lengthy speech in 
favor of his clients. He produced plans 
showing the style of buildings proposed 
to be erected by the gentlemen who 
are seeking the license. He declared 
that it was intended to construct a 
second Raymond on the grounds of the 
Baron, an institution which would be 
of benefit to the entire city. The Judge 
claimed to have secured four-fifths of 
the frontage in the block in favor of 
the granting of the license. He pre- 
sented a communication from the Turn- 
verein Germania, representing 400 
véters and heads of families, who re- 
quested that the license asked for be 
granted. The Judge resented the call- 
ing the proposed resort a beer garden. 
He declared that the beer portion of 
the affair was to be a secondary fea- 
ture of the resort. A botanical and 
zoological department is intended to be 
maintained, and the best of music is 
to be dispensed on the grounds, the 
Judge insisted. . 

Judge Page, at the conclusion of Mr. 
remarks, began an ad- 
dress to the commission in which he 
stated that the petitions for the grant- 
ing @f the license contained many 
fraudulent entries, where names had 
been duplicated and fictitious names 
inserted. Mr, Page considered that the 
Wannock Bros. were not showing good 
faith in seeking to obtain a license be- 
fore expending a cent in the construc- 
tion of the buildings which they prom- 
ised to erect. The speaker inveighed 
against beer gardens in general, and 
this proposed one in particular. He 
declared that, if the thing was so ex- 
cellent, as it had been stated to be, the 
East Side citizens would be generous 
enough to allow it to be located else- 
where in the city. They did not de- 
sire a monopoly of the good things of 
the earth. “Make the improvements 
you declare your intention of making.“ 
said Judge Page, and satisfy us that 
your institution is not to be a beer- 
garden, and I will be the last man to 
oppose your enterprise. But so long 
as your actions are open to suspicion, 
as they now are, I will oppose your 
scheme with all my might.” 

Attorney Ling also spoke against the 


proposed resort, but offered no new ar- 


guments upon the proposition. A man 
who claimed to be a professor of bot- 
any was given permission to speak in 
favor of the petition, but had not pro- 
ceeded far before his language became 
so offensive that the chairman of the 
board shut him off very promptly. At 
the conclusion of the speech-making 
the petitions for and protests against 
the license were gathered up, and filed 
with the clerk. It was then agreed to 
choose two men who should go over the 
papers filed and report to the board the 
number of voters and property-owners 
registered on each. But while the ar- 
gument was proceeding as to who 
should do this work, Chief Glass an- 


nounced that the Messrs. Wannock had 


informed him that they would with- 
draw their application for a license. The 
look of disgust which settled down 
upon the faces of the commissioners 
was interesting to behold. It said 
plainer than words could, that to force 
& helpless Board of Police Commission- 
ers to listen for two hours to an inordi- 
nate amount of unseasoned oratory, 
which in the end served no purpose 
whatever, was an outrage and a crying 
shame. Nothing remained to be done, 
of course, but to leave the matter in 
statu quo, The mass of spectators filed 


out and the board adjourned until 1:30 
o’clock.

The fol- 
lowing comunication from F. W. Wood 
of the Consolidated Blectric Railway 
Company was received and filed:

SCALPED TICKETS. 


GEORGIA SUPREME COURT SAYS 
THE BUSINESS 18 LHGAL. 


An Important Decision Rendered— 
The Law Especially Applies to 
Coupon Tickets and it Was Upon 
This That Fight Was Made. 


(Atlanta Constitution, Aug. 0 A 


decision of great interest to the rail- 


ways of the State and of greater in- 


terest to ticket-scalpers has just been 


rendered by the Supreme ‘Court of 
Georgia, 


It affects materially the business of 


brokers and touches the railrvads with 
equal consequences, legalizing as it 
does the scalper’s ticket and forcing the 
roads to accept them under certain con- 
ditions. 

It is the first time a ruling has been 
definitely made by the Georgia judi- 
ciary touching the trade of scalping 
and the final effect of the ruling is to 
force the roads to accept as valid all 


coupon tickets from whatever source 
obtained. 


The case was appealed from the deci- 
sion of Judge Howard Van Epps, in the 
City Court of Atlanta, where it was 
bitterly fought by Jackson & Leftwich, 
attorneys for the plaintiff, and Hall & 
Hammond and L. P. Skeen for the 
road. The suit was directed against 
the receiver of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville road by a man named ‘.ovejoy, 
who was forcibly ejected from the 
train because he presented a ticket not 
purchased by himself. 


The ticket in question originated in]. 


Memphis, It was during the days of 
the Grand Army of the Republic Re- 


union in Washington. Coupon tickets |. 


a yard long were sold at Memphis, giv- 


ing the holder the privilege of going by-| 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Bir- 


mingham to Birmingham, thence to At- 


lanta by the Georgia Pacific and on to}, 
Washington by the old Richmond and“ 
Danville. The road issued several hung 
dred tickets of this class made up of} - . 
coupons, which coupons were detached 
at the main points of the trip. For in- 
stance, one coupon was good from 


Memphis to Birmingham, another from 
that place to Atlanta and thus on to 
various objective points. 

This ‘sausage ticket” in question was 
purchased in Memphis and the holder 
rode to Atlanta, where he decided to 
stop instead of going on to Washington. 
Evidently of an economical turn, the 
man who held the ticket sought a scalp- 
ing office, where he - disposed of the 
coupon ticket good from this city to 
Washington. The ticket was dated tu 
expire in thirty days. 

Several days thereafter Lovejoy, who 
brought the suit against the road, 
strolled into the scalper’s office and 
asked for a ticket to Washington. The 
sausage ticket was given to him and he 
boarded the Richmond and Danville. 
Just outside the city he was accosted 
by the conductor, who was making his 
usual round for the tickets. 

Lovejoy pulled out his coupon ticket. 
The conductor looked at it carefully. He 
examined the dates and saw that it had 
been issued some days before. Did 
you buy this ticket for yourself?” he 
asked Lovejoy. 

The passenger informed him that he 
had not, and, being questioned further, 
stated that he had obtained it from a 
scalper. The conductor pronounced it 
to be worthless and proceeded to show 
Lovejoy the way to the door. ö 

Suit was entered for $1000 and the 
case, was heard before Judge Van-Epps. 

It was claimed by the attorneys of 
the road that the ticket was invalid be- 


cause it had not been used in one con- 


tinuous journey and had no stop-over 
privileges attached. It was claimed, 
also, by them that it was worthless be- 
cause the same man who had used it 
on the beginning of the trip did not use 
‘it after the last stop, Other questions 
of a technical nature were raised. 

It was argued -by athe attorneys of 
Lovejoy that he had a perfect legal 
right to use the ticket; that it was good 
from point to point, as the coupons stip- 
ulated, and that it was valid until the 
expiration of the thirty days. 

In charging the jury, Judge Van Epps 
delivered opinions of a learned and 
weighty nature. There were points in 
connection, with the case which had 
never been definitely settled in the 
Georgia law. 

The. jury in its verdict rendered a 
judgment for about 3150. The case was 
appealed, and went immediately be- 
fore the Supreme Court, where it has 
been until the recent decision. 

This decision sustains in the main 
the ruling of Judge Van Epps. It de- 
clares that coupon tickets issued like 
the one in question are good until the 
expiration of the time specified if used 
from one of the intermediate points. To 
stop off at a station, however, between 
the points stated in the coupon would 
make the ticket worthless. In other 
words, the decision virtually legalizes 
the scalper's ticket, that is, the coupon 
or sausage ticket like the one purchased 
by Lovejoy. 5 

Following is the full decision of the 
Supreme Court: 
“Spencer et al., receiver, vs. Lovejoy. 

Before Judge Van Epps, City: Court 

of Atlanta. 

“Lumpkin, J.--1. Where through cou- 
pon passenger tickets of a particular 
class were issued by a railroad com- 
pany over its own line and those of 
other railway companies, including a 
system of railways in the hands of a 
receiver which were being operated by 
him in separate divisions, the fact that, 
with the receiver’s knowledge, con- 
ductor in his employment had beén rec- 
ognizing and honoring as valid the cou- 
pons for his lines of this class of tick- 
ets, in connection with the fact that a 
coupon of a particular ticket of this 


class was accepted for passage over 


one of these divisions, sufficiently es- 
tablished, in behalf of the holder of the 
same, the agency of the initial company 


for the receiver in issuing that ticket. 


“2, Where a system of railways, 
though owned by one company or op- 
erated under one management, is di- 
vided into separate divisions, a valid 
ticket having attached to it coupons for 
each of such divisions (in the absence 
of any specific contract; or eapress re- 
striction upon the ticket to the con- 
trary) entitles the person having the 
right to use the ticket to break his 
journey and ‘stop over’ at the end of 
each division, provided this is done 
within the final limit fixed by the ticket. 
Such is certainly the law as to coupon 
tickets over the lines of different com- 
panies, and upon reason and principle, 
it is applicable to tickets having sep- 
arate coupons for different divisions of 
the same line. 7 

„3. Under the facts of this case, the 
ticket held by the plaintiff, though not 
purchased by him originally, was trans- 
ferrable, and he had the right to use it 
and was using it lawfully, when ex- 
pelled from the train. The court, there- 
fore, in its rulings at the trial, was right 
in applying to the case the law as above 
announced. 

“4. Rulings of the trial judge upon 
minor questions not material, one way 
or the other, to the merits of the case or 
its result, need not be specifically 
passed upon by this court. 

“Judgment affirmed.”

The Commissioners Have Not 
Entirely Abandoned the Rhizobii 
Conflict Between Surveyor and 
Supervisors—News Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 27.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Gran Fes- 
tividad is now an assumed fact. The 
business men of the city have raised a 
guarantee fund hecessary to meet any 
possible deficit. The railroads have 
taken an active interest, and will not 
only offer low rates, but will take 
chargé of the outside advertising and 
give San Bernardino a chance to enter- 
tain the amusement-loving public. The 
programme is not yet complete, but it 
promises to be unique, and at the same 
time unobjectionable. 

THE HORTICULTURAL COMMIS- 
SION. 

The rhizobius ventralis may be under 
something of a cloud as a scale de- 
stroyer, but it is not to be retired with- 
out another trial. The Board of Horti- 


‘cultural Commissioners has concluded 
.that the bugs are a failure, but some 


members of the Board of Supervisors 
who have to audit the bills are not per- 
suaded to the truthfulness of the 
charge, and want to see the parasite 


‘given another chance. But fumigation 


will be proceeded with at once. The 
contract for furnishing seventy bell- 
shaped tents was awarded to a Los 


Angeles dealer, and the tents will be 


supplied immediatély, and the work of 
smoking out the pests begun. 

There was no end of discussion be- 
fore the Board of Supervisors yester- 
day. The commissioners are unequiv- 
ocally committed to the process of 
fumigation as the best method of deal- 


ingwith the black scale, But some of 


the Supervisors are fruit-growers tnem- 
selves, and washes and sprays and 
smoke and lady bugs were discussed 
with such abandon that it was enough 
to turn the hair of a layman gray. 

The Commissioners object to the 
spraying process because they say it is 
impossible for it to be thorough. The 
foliage of the trees protects the scale 
from the spray and makes it impossible 
to reach all that may be in the tree, 
while they contend that by fumigation 
the vapor permeates every niche about 
the tree, and makes it practically im- 
possible for the scale to escape. The ob- 
33 to the system is its expense. 

o put a tent over every individual 
tree in the thousands of orange, lemon 
and olive orchards in this county 
necessitates a considerable outlay of 
money. It is estimated that trees may 
be sprayed three times for the cost of 
fumigating them once. 

But while the latter method is to be 
proceeded with at once, the Supervisors 
have instructed the commissioners to 
continue experimenting with the Rhlzo- 
bius. Accordingly, certain orchards in 
various sections of the county will be 
get apart, and will not be treated to 
either the spraying or fumigating proc- 
ess, and colonies of the parasite will be 
planted and given farther opportunity 
to attack’ the scale. Several members 
of the board insisted on this being done, 
and E. N. Buck, who has been fnvesti- 
gating the subject, addressed the Su- 


pervisors, urging that the Rhizobius be 


given a more thorough trial, and read- 
ing letters from the State Board of Hor- 
ticulture, in which the opinion was ex- 


pressed that the results of the experi- 


ment in this county should not be final. 

The situation as it now stands is 
practically this, that orchardists may 
have a choice of the three methods in 


their orchards—spraying, fumigation or 


the Rhizobius. 
COOK WILL LITIGATE. 


County Surveyor Cook and the Board 
of Supervisors have locked horns over 
the former's bill. They knocked off 
$110 from his bill, and allowed $150 for 
the July services of himself and dep- 
uty. Mr. Cook is neither willing to 
knock off the balance of the bill nor 
accept the portion allowed by the 
board, and the case prom to reach 
the Superior Court. Mr. Newburg, this 
city’s sole representative on the board, 
is fighting the bill. 
Cook stated to the board that his ac- 
counts should be audited, and that he 
needed the money, Supervisor New- 
burg, who is connected with the Bank 
of San Bernardino, said: “That is all 
right, Mr. Cook. If you need any 
money, and just to show you that there 
is nothing personal in this, you come 
right over to the bank, and I’ll see that 
you get what money you need, and it 
won't cost you any interest, either.” 

But Cook has not yet negotiated the 
loan, which causes some of his friends 
to observe that he is not taking ad- 
vantage of his opportunities. 

WATER AND ROAD MAP. 

A movement was made some time ago 
to have a survey of the county and a 
map prepared showing the location of 
water on the desert and trails, etc., for 
the nefit of the prospectors for 
precious metals, and others whom busi- 
ness oalled onto the desert. J. C. 
Turner, chairman of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, was appointed a committee 
to report upon the subject, Mr. Tur- 
ner has filed his report from which we 
make the following extracts: 

“T have conversed. with a number of 
mining men who are familiar with the 


desert, also with col. Fred T. Perris and 


other civil engineers, and I find that it 
is the consensus of opinion that the pe- 
titions should be granted, and that 
some steps should ‘be taken to designate 
on a suitable map the roads, trails, 
water supplies and prominent land- 
marks of the desert, so that prospectors 
may travel that arid region in com- 
parative safety. 

“At the present time great interest is 
manifested in the mineral productions 
of the desert, and many new discoveries 


are being made, in consequence of, 


which the number of prospectors is 
augmenting from day to day, and the 
need of better information of roads 
and water supplies is being felt more 
strongly each succeeding month. 

„„ would, therefore, recommend that 
the county surveyor be instructed to 
draw a map on a suitable scale show- 
ing the roads and trails and water 
sources on the desert; that blue prints 
be ordered made from the same, and 
that such blue prints be offered for sale 

ual cost. 
to this, I further recom- 
mend that all the water supplies on the 
desert be marked by erecting thereat a 
sign board made of three-inch gas pipe 
and sheet iron, properly painted, and 
that other sign boards be erected, sim- 
ilary constructed, along the trails and, 
roads, giving the information where the 
next water may be found, and such 
other information as may be deemed 


suitable. 


“And I further recommend that 
proper means be taken to develop water 


where. there is none now and to clean 


out the springs that are now known to 
exist and protect the water contained 
therein from pollution by wild animals 
and careless handling. 

“Tt is variously estimated by mining 
men with whom I have talked that 
within the last thirty years there has 
been taken from the mines of this 
county wealth amounting to from ten 
to thirty illions. Every indication

BOUGHT ON CREDIT. 


H. T. Juda 4804 0 to be Guilty of 
Swindling. 

H. T. Judd is the name of a man that 
a number of the wholesale merchants 
in town would like to see. Indeed, they 
would not only like to see him, but they 
would one. to obtain satisfaction out of 
him. 

It appears that a few months ago 
Judd bought out the cigar store at Mar- 


Tony Schwamn. He continued to do 
business and in course of time suc- 
ceeded in working up a fairly good rep- 
utation as to credit. This accomplished 
he proceeded to buy large quantities of 
goods, principally cigars, and have 
them charged. After obtaining goods 
in this way from a number of wholesale 
houses he transferred his stock: to a 
man named Lord. 

Judd sank from sight and the. mer- 
chants at last commenced an investiga- 
tion. The matter was placed in the 
hands of Lawson’s detective agency 
and evidence was discovered which it is 
alleged will show conclusively that 
some of the transactions engaged in by 
Judd were fraudulent. An examination 
of the stock in the store he formerly 
kept showed that a good many of what 
were supposed to be boxes of cigars in 
the stock were in reality nothing but 
“dummies” in the form of empty boxes. 
An attachment was served on the 
stock Ni afternoon and it stood 


keeper. Judd seems to have left town. 
Among the merchants who have bills 
of considerable amounts standing on 
their books against Judd are Haas, 
Baruch & Co., Craig, Stewart & Co., M. 
A. Newmark & Co., F. W. Braun & Co. 
Kingsbaker & Co., George W. Walker. 
There are believed to be others not yet 
reported. The amount to which it is 
charged Judd has swindled the various 
merchants is difficult to estimate, but ft 
is thought to be in the neighborhood of 
$1000 or more.
